before in Southern Cal{ffornia. 

The specimens were unearthed’ at 
a depth of 60 feet in a gravel pit. The 
face of the molar, which is nearly 
eight inches long, is covéred .-with 
thick plafes of enamel, while the jaw 
‘bone, which had been broken Off, has 
a length of 18 inches. 
and jaw were petrified. Their orig- 
inai owner lived in the Pleistocene 
period, in the opinion of Dr. W. A. 
Bryan, director of the museum.

COAL MINING IN ALBERTA

Acting upon a résolution passed at 
the last session of the Legislature, 
the Government of Alberta has ap- 
pointed. a commission to investigate 


southeastern British Columbia, known 
as District 18 of. the United Mine 
Workers of America is still.fresh and 
is not likely to be soon forgotten. 
This strike began on April ist and 
continued until October 10th, nearly 
eight thousand men being involved in 
it, chiefly Alberta: The supremecy of 
the. United Mine Workers of America 
in this field was one of the achieve- 
ments of the former minister of labor, 
Hon. Gideon Robertson; it was to 
have been a guarantee of stability in 
the industry. When the wage scale 
established during and after the war 
expired at the end of March, the op- 
erators sought to effect a downward 
revision involving a reduction of $1.17 
per day, the war and post-war scales 
having included some percentage in- 
crease as well as a cost-of-living bon- 
us. The strike followed and the mines 
remained idle, until a month ago the 
union accepted substantially the same 
wages that had been proposed by the 
operators more than six months be- 
fore. Some extremely interesting fig- 
ures as to the cost of this disastrous 
proceeding have been published by 
the department of labor. The time 
lost in six months and ten days of 
idleness amounted, to 1,600,000 days 
out of a total of .2,567,987 for the 
year, though some allowance must be 
made for seasonal slack time during 
the spring and early summer. Taking 
the loss in production as a basis, the 
time loss in man working days was 
approximately 775,000. In the fou 
months period to July the loss in’ coa! 
production amounted to 800,000 tons 
for Alberta‘ and 180,000 tons for Brit- 
ish Columbia, there being a drop ir 
output from .a five-year average o* 
1,434,038 tons to 442,596 for this year 
Applying this ratio to the other twc 
months of the strike, the loss in pro 
duction reaches a total of 1,500,00( 
tons. So much for the figures of th: 
department of labor. The aggregat 
loss in wages has been estimated un- 
officially at $4,650,000, and the loss ir 
production at $6,000,000. Here, sure- 
ly, is an instructive record for the 
guidance of the commission which thc 
Alberta Government has set to work.

an exhaustive rather than a hurried 
enquiry. 
If the work of this commission re- 
sults, as the provincial government 
hopes, in establishing more stable 
conditions in this important industry, 
it will be a good thing for Alberta 
‘atid a good thing, perhaps, for other 
provinces as well. Canada’s coal re- 
sources in the West are enormous, the 
-Alberta reserves alone amounting to 
some fifteen per cent of the world’s 
supply, and the coal is easily acces- 
sible; -yet the mines of Alberta have 
not taken their proper place in Can- 
adian economy. This has been attri- 
buted, in part, to the fact that there 
has been no sustained demand in sum- 
mer for the product of these mines, 
but when attempts have been made 
to enlarge the market, notably by sup- 
plying Alberta coal to consumers in 
Ontario, the real difficulty has been 
found to lie in the relatively high 
cost of production. Experiments have 
been made in cheap, or cheaper, trans- 
portation, with a view te developing 
the industry and at the same time as- 
suring Ontario customers of a de- 
pendable supply, but these experi- 
ments failed because the problem was 
not to be solved even by transporta- 
tion at cost, but by something nearer 
home. It has been stated that the 
western mines are capable of meeting 
a largely increased demand without 
adding materially to their’ present 
equipment, so that there exists the 
anomalous condition presented by 
ample resources and facilities for pro- 
duction, on the one hand, and a large 
and permanent—if distant—market, 
on the other, with apparently no prac- 
tical means existing for bringing 
these two factors into their natural 
economic relation. It has been dem- 
onstrated that railway rates, even 
when cut to the bone, will not meet 
the case, and the conclusion is that. if 
‘the riddle is to be solved at all the 
key must be found in a lower cost at 
the mines, i.e., in cheaper production. 
This is one of the matters to be 
enquired into by the new Alberta com- 
mission, and it is the crux of the 
whole question. Indeed, the commis- 
sion should not have to proceed very 
far before finding out what is wrong 
in the industry. The public already 
know quite a lot about it, having seen 
the industry more or less demoralized 
time after time by strikes, local or 
general, and being by this time pain- 
fully familiar with the determination 
of. organized labor in Alberta to exact

banking and commerce committce’s 
report. .
